SOUTH AMERICAN NAVY. 


The Republics Realize Necessity ef Navy 
in Maintaining Independence. 


London, Sept. 14—The Nation publishes 
a communieation to-which it ascribes an 
almost semi-official character with refer- 
encé to the purpose of Brazil’s new bat- 
feships and the general policy of the 
South American republics. It is set 
forth that Bragil, Argentine, Chili, and 
Peru ,realizxe that the independence of 
a modern state with a long seaboard 
must be protected by the possession of a 
navy .of an up-to-date type. 

They have no fear of either England 
oy France, but there is an uneasy feeling 
about Germany as a new naval and col- 
onizing power, and though little is ever 
said on the subject there is lurking jeal- 
ousy of the United States. The fear is 
not so much of aggression as of patroniz- 
ing protection, with dictation as a con- 
bequence. 

“No South American ordér will go to 
the United States ship yards,” said a 
porminent member of the naval commis- 
sion, “None of the republics can afford 
to build a huge battleship fleet but each 
ot the four can build as a beginning a 
homogeneous squadron of the most pow- 
orfal ships that naval constructors can 
provide,” 


SAVED GOVERNOR'S LIFE. 


Postal Authorities Intercept Infernal 
Machine in Mails. 


Philade!phia, Sept. 13—The postal 
authorities held up the mails this 
morning and took from them an in- 
fernal machine of ingenious construc- 
tion and saved the life of Governor 
Fort, of ‘New Jersey. Aiter precau- 
tions the authorities opened a pack- 
uge matked personal, constructed of 
powder, nails and bullets, with match- 
es arranged so that in unwrapping the 
package they would be ignited. The 
atempted assassination is attributed 
to the governor's persistency in clos- 
ling the saloons at Atlantic City.

From what can be gather@i here there 
were no casualties, although the shock 
of the collision brought the passengers 
of the Corinthian tumbling from their 
berths to the deck in much excite- 
ment.

“The outstanding fact in Europe 
today,” said Gunsaulus, “is the im 
mense influence the present King of 
England has for peace. . Germany is 
tremendously-assertive, the Kaiser be- 
ing rightly called ‘the best business 
man in Europe. He has used the 
weapon of technical education to lead 
the battle for his people against the 
world. ‘The Germans have well nigh 
conquered industrially every smaller 
nation. Europe relies upon the 
general sentiment led by King Ed- 
ward for the holding back of the Ger 
mans or any other autocratic power. 

“For example, when I was in Hol- 
land the rumor of the illness of the 
“Little Queen” brought out many ex- 
pressions of dependence and confi 
dence in the uncle of the Kaiser to 
help such a smallnation maintain its 
integrity, the husband of the present 
Queen being a German, and therefore 
in succession to the regency. 

I never saw such interest in Europe 
in an election in the United States as 
there is shown this year. First of 
all, Great Britain believes Europe
